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STRIKE STILL ON. 


Holyoke Mills Do Not Get Many of 
Their Men Back. 


The Outcome Is Very Uncertain—Both Sides Seem Deter- 
mined—Rumored That Mills Will Stay “Down” Until 
Men Return on Old Schedule—Also Rumored That 
Plants Will Be Started with Non-Union Labor. 





Horyoxe, Mass., August 12, 1903—The American Writ- 
ing Paper Company made a definite move yesterday, and 
closed down all the machine dried or “coarse” mills of the 
company, which include the Albion, Crocker, Nonotuck, 
Geo. C. Gill, George R. Dickinson and Norman divisions. 
It is said that there were several who have reported at 
work at these mills, but it was decided by the company 
that there were not enough reporting to make it worth 
while to try and operate. 

This leaves in Holyoke the Beebe & Holbrook, Linden, 
Mt. Tom, Parsons (two mills), Riverside (three mills), and 
Wauregan divisions, where attempts will be made to oper- 
ate. Manufacturing is being done in the Riverside (two di- 
visions), Beebe & Holbrook (Massasoit mill) and Hol- 
yoke divisions. 

No Gains on Tuesday.

It is quite impossible to make a correct forecast of the 
outcome of the strike today in that the manufacturers have 
refused to be interviewed as to their future course, and 
the strikers themselves are unable to fathom the stillmess. 

The mills made very little gain today in the number bof 
operatives, and the strikers did not succeed in inducing 
many men to leave their work. The conditions remain 
practically the same as yesterday. 

The strikers claim that they have a sufficient amount of 
money coming in from relief funds to maintain the organ- 
ization indefinitely, but regardless of this claim there is 
said to be considerable suffering among people formerly 
working in the mills, but whether they are in good stand 
ing with the lodge cannot of course be determined. 

Had not the strike been so prolonged and the strikers 
not been given so many opportunities to return to work, 
the report that the mills would remain closed till the oper- 
atives desired to return to work would not be credited, 
but it is well known that the manufacturers have deter- 
mined to settle the question once and for all at this time, 
and will abide by the decisions already made by them. 

The city is feeling the effects of the strike, and much 
money has been lost not alone in wages but in the profits 
to the companies. Both sides are suffering badly from the 
strike, but the present indications are that the companies 
are willing to lose until such time as they can run their 
plants along the lines which they shall dictate. The pres 
ent condition of the strikers would indicate that the affair 
will be a long battle. Ferry. 





Few Men Return to Work. 


Western Massachusetts Office }

Vhe strike has dragged itself into another week and the 
outlook today is more discouraging than a week ago. Very 
tew men presented themselves for work at the mills this 
morning who were not employed prior to the shutdown ten 
days ago. It is now no longer a question of compromise, 
hut of a fight to the end—of the survival of the mightiest. 

The strikers will leave no possible act undone to prevent 
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the mills from resuming operation and the manufacturers 
have now reached a stage where they must start their mills 
or begin business anew when they do finally start. 

It is claimed that the mill owners made some little gain, 
though very slight, today and that paper is being manu- 
factured in the Parsons mill and in the Riverside, Hol- 
yoke and Linden divisions, although this is disputed by the 
strikers. It is understood that a machine was started this 
afternoon in the No. 2 and No. 3 mills of the Riverside 
Division of the American Writing Paper Company. 

The Carew and Hampshire paper companies’ plants at 
South Hadley Falls did not start, as only a few of the old 
help went back. It had been currently reported on the 
streets that C. H. Southworth a stated that if the mills 
did not resume today he would close them down till early 
winter, but this was denied, py an official of the Carew 
Company stated this afternoon that the mills would not 
resume until the operatives desired to return to work. He 
was asked if the increase in wages would hold good when 
the mill resumed operations and stated that that would be 
a matter that would be decided at the time of starting. 

President Caldwell, of the American Writing Paper Com- 
pany, stated this afternoon that he had no statement to 
make. He was asked if the increase in wages had been 
withdrawn from those who should return to work in the 
future, and he stated that one would have to judge by the 
letter sent to Eagle Lodge in the matter. Mr. Caldwell 
stated that he could not discuss the matter further. 

It is stated that the American Writing Paper Company 
has secured enough firemen to run its mills comfortably 
and also that firemen have left other industries to enter the 
paper mills. The strikers claimed, Saturday evening, that 
twenty-eight firemen had been induced to leave the mills, 
but this is not credited, as the mills had what firemen were 
needed this morning 

A large crowd of spectators and pickets surrounded the 
mills this morning, but no violence was reported to the 
police department. It was currently reported that some 
intimidation and a little violence had been witnessed at the 
mill of the Parsons Paper Company, but no serious trouble 
was had anywhere. 

There have not been enough men returned to work as yet 
to provoke trouble, but it is confidently expected that meas 
ures will be taken by Eagle Lodge to prevent as many peo 
ple working as possible. 

The session of Eagle Lodge, though an informal one, 
yesterday showed a unanimity of spirit to remain out until 
the paper companies would give the firemen their places 
It is stated with some degree of authority that the firemen 
will never be reinstated, and if the paper makers desire 
work they must return to work without the firemen. 

Samuel Gompers, of the American Federation of Labor, 
has sent word that he will come to Holyoke, but no date 
for his: arrival has been set. President Mackay has returned 
to Watertown and the strike is now in the hands of Vice 
President McCarthy and the local officers 

It is stated that a few outside detectives have been in 
the city today looking over the field for the manufacturers, 
but this cannot be confirmed. It has some coloring of 
truth, however, from the known fact that the mill owners 
believe that a large percentage of the help would return 
to work were it not for fear of their fellow members, and 
some manufacturers have openly charged intimidation 
although there has been no conclusive evidence of it. It 
is, however, possible that detectives have been engaged to 
investigate the matter of intimidation 

Superintendents Toole and Reardon were busy around 
the mills of the American Writing Paper Company all day 
and Mr. Toole was present at the Riverside mill early this 
morning. 

Indications point strongly to the fact that efforts will be

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TISSUES ADVANCED. 


The Manufacturers Attempt to Ar- 
range an Agreement. 


Nothing Definite Yet, but the Fact That Efforts Are Being 
Made to Organize Has Strengthened Prices—At a 
New York Meeting Last Thursday All the 
Leading Mills Were Represented. 


Representatives of nearly all the. leading manufacturers 
of tissue and toilet papers met at the Astor House, New 
York, on Thursday of last week. The object of the meet- 
ing was to discuss the situation in the tissue line and to 
agree, if possible, on a concerted advance in prices. There 
were present twenty of the gentlemen prominently identi- 
fied with the manufacture of tissue papers or with its 
conversion into toilet papers. All the large concerns, with 
one exception, were represented at the meeting. Definite 
action on the object of the meeting was not taken 
Another meeting will be held at an early date 

The meeting held last week was secondary to the meet 
ing of the tissue paper manufacturers which was held at 
3uffalo, N. Y., a few weeks ago. At that meeting the 
manufacturers tried to reach an agreement in regard to an 
advance on the papers made by them. Some progress 
along this line must have been accomplished, as since that 
time tissues have been advanced from 5 to 10 cents 
Further advances are now freely predicted, as the produc 
tion of tissue is not equal to the demand. The destruction 
by fire of three tissue mills within a short time has taken 
a large product out of the market. ‘The mills referred to 
are those of the Kenyon Paper Company, M. M. Pillsbury 
and one of the Robertson mills, in New England. 

The curtailment of production, together with a good de 
mand for both tissue and toilet papers, has been seized 
upon by the manufacturers as a favorable opportunity to 
advance prices. These papers have not changed in price 
in several years, during which time all other grades of 
papers have fluctuated a great deal. As it is today, the 
manufacturers of tissues claim that the level of prices for 
the other kinds of papers is higher relatively than it is for 
their product. The present effort to advance prices is, they 
say, merely an endeavor to get a living profit out of their 
business.

WRITINGS CENTRE OF INTEREST. 


Holyoke Nom-Strike Mills Start Up After Ten Day Shut- 
down—Western Trade Improved—Jobbing 
Business Quiet. 








The situation in the writing market is this week much 
worse than it has been at any time since the strike began. 
The refusal of the men to return to work on Monday is 
responsible for the increased disturbance. The prospect 
of a long and bitter struggle at Holyoke is now distressing’ 
the dealers in writings. But aside from this average mid- 
summer conditions prevail in the New York market. In 
the opinion of many paper men the demand is somewhat 
better than it usually is at this season, with quotations 
correspondingly firmer. The fact that fewer mills are this 
year in actual need of orders is the real reason why the 
market is so firm. The doubt about the future which 
has deterred manufacturers from taking contract business 
at low prices has helped in the maintenance of prices, and 
has had a good effect on the market. As is well known, 
the practice of the manufacturers has been to accept busi- 
ness at almost any old price in order to keep their mills 
running through the summer months. This year, however, 
it can be said that very few manufacturers have resorted 
to the old method of filling up their mills. As a conse- 
quence the market is in good condition, and manufacturers 
are in a position to handle the fall business on the basis 
of the prices that may be going for the various kinds and 
grades of paper. As has been said above, the prospect of 
a continuance of the strike at Holyoke has intensified the 
situation in writings. Dealers in writings are now at sixes 
and sevens; they do not know how they can take care 
of their trade with the big product of the American Writ- 
ing Paper out of the market for weeks to come. Already 
the stock of writings in the hands of the jobbers is quite 
low. Complete stocks of all the popular watermarked 
papers are not to be found in the market. Many of the 
grades made by the other Massachusetts mills now idle 
are either exhausted or are very low. This being the case 
all the dealers can do is to substitute other grades in place 
of those called for. In addition to doing this the dealers 
are selling odd job lots that they have had on hand for a 
long time. But while the situation is bad at present, the 
dealers foresee great trouble should the strike last till the 
fall demands sets in. Next to writings the situation in tis- 
sues comes next in point of interest. The recent burning 
of three mills has caused a shortage in tissues. Prices on 
them have been gradually advanced a little within the past 
few weeks. Further advances in both tissues and toilet 
papers are looked for as the supply cannot be increased 
for from six months to a year. News paper is not consid- 
ered quite as firm as it has been. The reason for this is 
said to be the fact that two big machines that have been 
running on manilas have been turned on to news. This 
also seems to indicate that the market on manilas, espe- 
cially the cheaper grades, is rather weak. Book papers 
are unchanged, the orders at the mills plus the new busi- 
ness being sufficient to keep the market steady. Boards 
are rather quiet. 


Non-Strike Holyoke Mills Resume.

Business with the paper mills in this city for the past 
week has been dead. All of the mills were closed on ac- 
count of the water being drawn from the canals. Work 
was, however, resumed this morning in the mills not af- 
fected by the strike, and many orders were on hand de- 
manding immediate attention. 

Good business was reported from the Whiting mills, and 
all of the mills are running full with plenty of orders. 
The Valley mill is also doing a good business, and has 
benefited by the strike in the other mills. 

The mills outside of Holyoke are having a fairly good 
trade, somewhat better than it would be were the Holyoke 
mills in operation. It is safe to say that all of the Western 
Massachusetts mills have profited by the local strike, and 
even the ledger mills have gained some orders. 

The Dalton mills are running on good orders, but with 
a tendency towafd dullness. The mills at Turners Falls 
are having a fair trade. The Connecticut mills have a sea- 
sonable trade, but little more. 

As a whole it might be stated that business in this sec- 
tion is quiet, with many orders waiting to be filled by the 
strike mills when they start up. Ferry. 





Quiet Trade in Boston.

The movement of paper from jobbers’ hands was some- 
what limited last week and yet not any more so than was 
expected, since trade is usually quiet during August. So 
far during the summer, however, business has been very 
good for the vacation season. The volume of trade for 
June and July was above the average, according to the re- 


ports of several of the city jobbing firms. So far the strike 
of the mill operatives in Holyoke has caused very little an- 
noyance to the local trade, owing to two facts; first, the 
strike having been anticipated every city jobbing house 
loaded up quite heavily, and second, business, while good 
for the season, has not called for a heavy distribution of 
paper. There is not a jobbing house in town that will ad- 
mit being short of writing paper. Some special brands 
may be out of stock, but papers “just as good” are being 
substituted with the cheerful consent of the buyers, who 
are glad, under strike conditions, to be so well cared for, 
and then it is only the cheaper grades of writings that are 
in very short supply. Book papers are in fairly good sup- 
ply at present, fully large enough for the summer demand. 
Cheap tissue papers are said to be very limited in supply. 
while at present prices, which have advanced from time to 
time during the past few weeks, are 20 per cent. higher 
than early in the year. Regular standard lines of manilas 
have undergone no change in values of late, but they are 
firm. All mills not affected by the strike are busy. Local 
jobbers are not showing any uneasiness over the Holyoke 
strike.

Slight Improvement in Philadelphia. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

PHILADELPHIA, August II, 1903.—Quietness rules the 
market for all grades of paper even though the market 
shows a slight ‘improvement in book and news over last 
week, and a most favorable comparison with the Augusts 
of all the years preceding the last three marked by heavy 
August sales. For wrappings there continues to be a very 
small demand. “We have probably 300 accounts from 
mills whose employees are on strike,” declared one of the 
leading jobbers today,” and of course there is not an order 
coming from them, and the accounts are completely closed 
for the time being: The prospect for an early settlement 
of the strike is good, and it looks as if consumption of 
wrappings will be very heavy when the mills start after 
their long idleness.” 

The mills rank next to the department stores as con- 
sumers of wrapping papers, but they stand first so far as 
the desirability of their trade is concerned, department 
stores buying in carload lots but at an exceedingly small 
margin of profit for the jobber. 

For building papers there continues a steady demand 
though not as large a one as dealers anticipated they would 


have. The sale of hangings is improving, and a fair trade 
at satisfactory prices is being done. Tissues continue 
firm in price and in good demand. E. R. G.

The labor situation and 
the flurries on the stock market,-it is said, have not affected 
the general run of business this summer so much as it was 
expected they would. 

Wrapping papers are in fair demand. Prices are fairly 
firm. Book papers are holding their own at the prices re- 
cently established by the book mills. 

Until the real fall demand begins there will not be so 
very much doing in the trade, but the present symptoms 
indicate the coming of a good fall and winter business in 
all paper lines. M. 


Wisconsin Business Continues to Improve. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Aprp.eton, Wis., August 10, 1903.—The general improve- 
ment in the amount of business coming to the mills which 
has been noticed in this correspondence for the last few 
weeks is being kept up. In practically all lines manufactur- 
ers say business is either good or lively. Orders are com- 
ing in more freely every day and seem to presage an es- 
pecially rushing fall trade. Buyers have recovered from 
their May and June pessimism and are getting down to 
business again. Manufacturers agree that the prospect 
looks bright. Fox River. 


Miami Valley Business Seasonable,

Dayton, Ohio, August: 10, 1903.—While there is no doubt 
that business conditions will improve wonderfully by early 
fall, not much of an ameliogation can be expected this 
month. “Nearly every tradesman is taking his vacation 
just now,” remarked a well known member of the Dayton 
trade, “and they do not care whether the mills operate or 
not. That is, as long as they are on pleasure bent, but 
when they return, watch out!” Another added that he 
did not agree with him; that only the owners of yachts 


and autos took vacations, and that sometimes the real 
business men did not possess these; that some of the lead- 
ing men in the trade did not find time to take a vacation 
even in August, and that they were pretty particular about 
keeping the mills running at their fullest capacity the year 
round. There seems to be a slight difference of opinion 
as to the exact conditions, though it is apparent that mid- 
summer dullness has prevailed. The same situation exists 
in other quarters, and though an early fall trade is ex- 
pected, it may not come as soon as some predict. 

That the quotations among the book men are firm and 
will remain so is not doubted. Concerted action has 
brought about this happy state of affairs. Some other lines 
are not as much in demand just now, but this is naturally 
expected. The trade is seasonable, and when that is said, 
much has been expressed in a nutshell. M. V.

Philadelphia Mill Starts on Writings. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

PHILADELPHIA, August 11, 1903.—The news that came 
from Holyoke to this city yesterday noon that the striking 
Holyoke paper mill employees had refused to return to 
their places, and that the strike would continue indefinitely, 
gave no special concern to the paper trade. Philadelphia 
traditionally is “slow,” but only traditionally, and her pa- 
per trade at least foresaw the present emergency many weeks 
ago. One of the leading mills in the city some weeks ago 
began arrangements to start on both superfine and ordinary 
grades of writing papers, and within the week began oper- 
ations. The mill is daily turning out many tons of writ- 
ing paper, but details for the present are withheld. At 
least one of the leading jobbers three weeks ago placed 
orders for the manufacture of a number of duplicate dandy 
rolls, and he is now having his watermarked writing pa- 
per manufactured elsewhere than at Holyoke, for the policy 
of his firm was to run its own line of writings though 
they are made in New England. The local trade, too, has 
received offers from quite a number of mills to make 
dandy rolls free of charge upon the placing of a definite 
ton order, and the hope of securing additional orders 
later on. 

Of those writings bearing a Holyoke watermark that 
cannot be duplicated, there is daily a lessening supply, but 
there is no dearth to cause embarrassment at the present 
time. The trade is of opinion that Holyoke manufacturers 
will be the chief sufferers unless the strike is speedily set- 
tled, for business which they formerly controlled will be 
diverted elsewhere unless they resume. Occasional em- 
barrassment is experienced owing to the inability to secure 
Holyoke papér, and work on some orders has been de- 
layed, and the incidental consumption of other grades de- 
creased, but these cases are comparatively few, and have 
produced no general difficulties. ERG 


Winding Up the Hartford Manila Company. 


Hartrorp, Conn., August 10, 1903.—A dividend of 95 per 
cent. for the creditors is the result of the three years’ re- 
ceivership of ex-Senator Maro S. Chapman for the Hart- 
ford Manila Company, # concern whose affairs were in an 
apparently hopeless condition of entanglement when Mr. 
Chapman was appointed receiver in 1900. A special session 
of the Superior Court was held by Judge Shumway at the 
County Building last week for the purpose of winding up 
the affairs of the concern, 

Mr. Chapman further reported that the claims allowed 
amounted to $36,463.83, while the cash on hand is $34,761.26 
In addition to the general claims there are two preferred, 
that of the Burgess Sulphite Fibre Company for court 
costs of $66.20 and of Patrick Garvan for $131.01, costs of 
a suit pending in the Superior Court at the time the re- 
ceiver was appointed. The report of Mr. Garvan's claim 
was made by Judge M. H. Holcomb, appointed a committee 
on claims by the court, and he fouswd due that creditor in 
addition to the preferred claim the sum of $2,914.12. 

The reports were accepted and Judge Shumway signed 
an order directing the receiver to pay the dividends and 
wind up the affairs of the concern. The order provides for 
the payment of $4,000 to the receiver for his services, $3,000 
to his attorneys for services and disbursements and $100 
to Judge Holcomb for his services as a committee, he hav 
ing already received $110. The affairs of the company 
have been the source of much litigation during their settle- 
ment and several suits against the company and of the 
company against other concerns have been dragged through 
the courts. 
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RUMORS OF REORGANIZATION. 


It Is Said That the Boissevain-Gould Interests Have Been 
Acquiring Control of the American Writing 
Paper Company. 


Western Massachusetts Office l 
Tue Parer Trape Journat, 
Hotyoke, Mass., August 10, 1903. ) 


The Boston News Bureau on Saturday published the 
statement as given below concerning the American Writ- 
ing Paper Company, in which it is claimed that a reorgan- 
ization of the company is on foot. 

President Caldwell stated that he knew nothing of such 
a move. 

“Boston—The $21,000,000 of stock of the American 
Writing Paper Company is selling in the market for the 
nominal sum of $1,580,000. 

“The $17,000,000 of bonds at $70 are selling for less 
than $12,000,000, although the company has $4,500,000 of 
quick assets and no debts. 

“Springfield believes that a reorganization of this com- 
pany is under consideration. Boston interests in the com- 
pany express ignorance of any such plan, but there is rea- 
son to believe that the Boissevain-Gould interests, New 
York, have been quietly picking up the stock control of 
this company in the open market for a year past and that 
any reorganization of the company will come from the 
New York end. This is a case of the tail wagging the 
dog—the stock selling for less than $1,600,000 controlling 
the $17,000,000 of bonds. 

“It has been demonstrated that upon the present capital- 
ization the American Writing Paper Company can never 
expect to be a prolific dividend payer. Last year was as 
good a year as could be expected, yet the best the com- 
pany could show was net earnings of $646,000 after fixed 
charges, or 6 per cent. upon the $9,500,000 of 7 per cent. 
‘cumulative’ preferred stock. This stock has a dividend 
accumulation of 28 per cent ($2,660,000), or $1,000,000 in 
excess of the selling price of the total issue of both pre- 
ferred and common stock in the market. 

“We understand that it is proposed by the New York 
interests to leave the bonds undisturbed in a reorganiza- 
tion, but to create a new issue of stock, to take up the pre- 
ferred stock and its accumulated dividends and also the 
common stock, thus making but one class of stock. 

“The recent strike of its employes has been disastrous. 
The strike has shut down every mill of the company for 
over a month, while its principal competitors, the Whiting 
mills, have been running full force, the Whitings agreeing 
with their employees to pay whatever scale is made by the 
American Writing Paper Company. Thus the Whiting 
employees had nothing for which to strike.” 

D, G. Boissevain, one of the directors of the American 
Writing Paper Company, when seen at his banking office, 
corner of Wall and Broad streets, New York, said to a 
representative of THe Paper Trape JournaL: “The story 
in regard to a reorganization of the company is mighty in- 
teresting, but really there is no truth in it at all. This 
report which you bring me is, indeed, the first I have heard 
of the matter. I certainly have never mentioned the sub- 
ject of reorganization to Mr. Gould, or he to me. For why 
should I? The company does not need a reorganizing be- 
cause under its present management it is in excellent 
shape. Up to the time of the strike all the company’s 
mills were full of business, and with orders ahead. What 
more could be asked. At that time, too, the company had 
$950,000 in the banks here drawing interest. It was buy- 
ing for cash, and discounting all its bills. The company 
has added to its surplus, and also to its sinking fund. 
It has besides, as stated, over $4,500,000 of quick assets. 
With this showing why should there be any reorganization? 
The company is well managed. Mr. Caldwell, the presi- 
dent, is an able and excellent gentleman. He has the ab- 
solute confidence of the people up at Springfield and Hol- 
yoke, and also of the workmen because they know he is 
fair. Mr. Holbrook is a very efficient treasurer, and the 
other gentlemen connected with the company are able men. 
So with mills full of business and good men in control, 
why should there be any reorganization? I am very sure 
that it has not been thought of. It surely has not been 
discussed at any meeting of the directors of the com- 
pany.” ; 

When it was suggested to Mr, Boissevain that perhaps 
a readjustment of the capitalization of the company was 
what the originator of the story had in mind, he said: 
“Ah, that is an entirely different thing. Such a change 
might be found advisable at some time in the future. But 
even that has not been talked of to my knowledge. As 
for a reorganization why there is no need of it. The com- 
pany is in excellent shape at present.” 


Miami Valley Fires. 
[rrom OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 
Dayton, Ohio, August 10, 1903.—Several fires occurred 
in the valley during the past week. Tradesmen were in- 
terested in the American School Furniture Company’s 


blaze at Piqua, in the northern part of the valley, the 
main building having been destroyed and a $50,000 loss 
sustained. Col. W. P. Orr, of the American Straw Board 
Company, is a heavily interested stockholder, as well as 
Thomas M. Boyd, formerly of Hamilton, now the presi- 
dent of the Piqua company, with headquarters in New 
y ork. 

In Dayton the Felt Roofing Company's plant was al- 
most destroyed and considerable tar paper was con- 
sumed. Ira Sacre, one of the two employees who were 
injured, died at the Miami Valley Hospital. 

A fire which threatened the eptire plant of the G. H. 
Friend Paper and Tablet Company at West Carrollton 
started in the lower furnace room at the southeast corner 
of the mills shortly before midnight. Fortunately the fire 
fighting force prevented a greater loss than $2,500; but 
for a time the situation was such that the Dayton de- 
partment was in readiness to make the run to West Car- 
rollton, a special train having been secured. The entire 
populace was at the scene, and the village firemen and 
the special force at the mill succeeded admirably in their 
efforts. The flames had gained considerable headway 
before the discovery, and for a quarter of an hour the 
mill whistles were vigorously blown. The system em- 
ployed in checking the fire and in keeping it from 
spreading to the large buildings was almest perfect. The 
furnace room was entirely gutted, the boilers and other 
machinery being destroyed. The Friend Company has 
had a disastrous experience with fires in Hamilton, but 
this is the closest call for the Carrollton mills. M. V. 


Possible Changes in Board Prices. 


In regard to the rumor of a forthcoming advance in 
straw boards by the United Box Board and Paper Com- 
pany, an official of that company admitted this week that 
another advance in straw board was under consideration, 
but that up to date no definite action had been taken on 
the proposition. This gentleman also said that a “number 
of suggestions on prices were being considered with a 
view to meeting market conditions. He intimated that one 
of the plans under discussion combined a proposed ad- 
vance of $5 per ton on straw board, and a reduction in the 
price of the other boards made by the company which 
come into close competition with the product of outside 
mills. On straw board the United has almost a complete 
monopoly. But in practically all the other kinds of boards, 


particularly in so called specialties, the company has to- 


meet active competition, and at prices below its listed 
quotations. As a result the outside mills have been get- 
ting a lot of business simply because the United would 
not meet the quotations of the independent mills. To 
many of the consumers who have been placing much of 
their business with outside mills the United is now sup- 
plying straw board. In this connection the argument is 
used that those consumers who give much of their busi- 
ness to independent mills should be made to pay a good 
round price for straw board which they cannot get outside 
the United. This is one of the arguments put forth in 
favor of a further advance in straw board. Some definite 
action on the proposed advance is expected very soon. 





Janeway & Co. to Quit Business. 

New Brunswick, N. J., August 10, 1903.—Janeway & 
Co., wall paper manufacturers of this city, announced to- 
day that they will retire from business as soon as they can 
wind up their affairs. The factory has been closed down 
for several weeks, but the operatives thought that the shut- 
down was the usual stock taking vacation. 

The suspension of the industry is due to the death of 
Henry L. Janeway, Jr., several months ago. He died in a 
hotel at Boston while on a vacation trip. He had left 
home without telling where he was going, and it was 
thought at first that he had committed suicide. The medi- 
cal testimony was that he had died of heart failure. He 
had been the manager of the factory, and associated with 
him were his father, Henry L. Janeway, and William R. 
Janeway. His father is too old to look after the details of 
the business, and William R. Janeway is too busy with 
other industries to look after it, so it was decided to close 
the place up. 


Harding and the Hamilton Hydraulic.

Dayron, Ohio, August 10, 1903—C. H: Harding, the 
Franklin paper manufacturer, who proposes to aid the 
city of Hamilton in doing away with the unsightly por- 
tion of the Hamilton and Rossville hydraulic, in which 
he holds a controlling interest, has deferred action, as 
circumstances have arisen which make it impossible for 
him to execute his original plans immediately. He hopes 
to be prepared to accept a proposition within a short 
time, however. The idea is to secure Mr. Harding’s 
consent to abandon the Market street section of the 
waterway in making a notable public improvement, and 
the city council is working with this end in view.

director of the American Writing Paper Company. The 
new company will occupy the present quarters of the 
North American Company at No. 135 Broadway.

It was authorized by the sales department of the United 
during Mr. Bell’s absence, but as it happened to be a mis- 
take the quotation was withdrawn after a few days. The 
mixup was caused by the request from a dealer for a low 
price on paper stock board to meet competition, especially 
in the New England field. An independent mill was quot- 
ing $37.50, less 3 per cent., for a board which is similar to 
news board. To meet this the United authorized a quo- 
tation of $37.50, less 5 per cent. and 3 per cent., on its 
mixed paper stock board. By a mistake, however, the quo- 
tation was sent out reading: $34, less 3 per cent., for No. 
2 news board. Because of this quotation the whole mar- 
ket believed that the price of news board had been reduced. 
Some men in that line still stick to that opinion.

D. B. Wesson, of Springfield, Wants Back $110,000 That 
He Paid for Bonds of the White Mountain Paper 
Company—Attachments Issued. 


SPRINGFIELD, Mass., August 8, 1903.—A writ of attach- 
ment in action of tort for $110,000 against William B. 
Plunkett, of Adams, was filed yesterday in the registry of 
deeds office in North Adams, with D. B. Wesson, of this 


city, as plaintiff. Copies of the writ of attachment were ° 


duly presented at the Greylock National Bank in Adams 
and at the office of the Berkshire Cotton Mills, and suit 
will be brought by Mr. Wesson through his attorneys. It 
is understood that the attachment and pending suit grow 
out of matters in connection with the promotion of the 
big White Mountain Paper Company, which is now in the 
hands of receivers and causing no end of litigation. Mr. 
Plunkett was asked directly last evening if this attachment 
had been placed on him and that suit was to be brought 
under it in connection with the affairs of the paper com- 
pany, and said he did not know anything about it, and, if 
such was the case, had not heard of it. It is understood 
that a brother of the defendant, C. T. Plunkett, as an offi- 
cer of the Berkshire Cotton Manufacturing Company, has 
certified that the records of that company do not show that 
William B. Plunkett is the holder of any of its shares. 

It is expected that the declaration by the plaintiff, Mr. 


Wesson, when set forth in bringing suit, will arouse con- 
siderable interest. When the White Mountain Paper 
Company was in the initial stages of promotion, and influ- 
ential names were needed to give the scheme weight in 
the business world, W. B. Plunkett’s name was freely con- 
nected with it. After the company was organized, he was 
for a time president, but not long after withdrew from that 
official capacity. When the affairs of the corporation be- 
came somewhat involved and it was decided to try some 
means of reorganizing Mr. Plunkett was made chairman 
of the committee on reorganization. 

Mr. Wesson was intergsted in the company, and when 
the bonds were ready for underwriting took a block of 
$100,000 worth. The ordinary terms on which the bonds 
were underwritten were that they should be paid for in 
quarterly instalments. Mr. Wesson did not take advantage 
of this provision, but paid outright the amount required to 
take over his block of bonds, having sufficient confidence 
in the company and the men in it to believe that if it was 
good enough to be paid into piecemeal it was substantial 
enough to warrant a full cash payment. It is understood 
that in some cases the first quarterly payments were the 
only ones made by other underwriters, and that some did 
not pay anything. 

Temporary Injunction Issued. 

SPRINGFIELD, Mass., August 10, 1903.—Another step was 
taken on Saturday in the legal action that D. B. Wesson, 
of this city, has begun against William B. Plunkett, of 


Adams, in connection with the interests of the two parties 
in the White Mountain Paper Company, of Portsmouth, 
N. H. It is understood that it was deemed desirable to 
attach, if possible, Mr. Plunkett’s interests in the various 
manufacturing and business enterprises in Adams and 
vicinity that are supposed to be included in the partnership 
affairs of the firm of William C. Plunkett & Sons, that 
firm name and organization having been retained since the 
death of the father and senior member of the firm. The 
attorneys for Mr. Wesson, Charles W. Bosworth and Wil- 
liam H. Brooks, drew a bill in equity, on which a hearing 
was given yesterday afternoon by Judge Maynard, of the 
Superior Court, in which they ask a temporary injunction 
and pray that a receiver be appointed to close up the af 
fairs of the partnership and apply the interests of the de 
fendant, William B. Plunkett, on the payment of the al 
leged obligation of $110,000, which, it is claimed, is due 
D. B. Wesson. 


The bill in equity contains the statement that an action 
has been brought, and asks that Mr. Plunkett be enjoined 
from withdrawing any part of his share or interest in the 
partnership property. Judge Maynard ordered that the de 
fendant be enjoined in accordance with the request in the 
bill. This was action of a temporary sort, in which the 
defendant was not given a hearing. This action was taken 
as a step to protect the attachment which was filed on 
Friday. The suit to recover that will be brought under 
this attachment will be entered for the first Monday in 
November in the Superior Court sitting in this city.

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WATER POLLUTION CASES. 


Threatened Suits Against Mills in Indiana—What It Is 
Reported the New York State Board of 
Health Inspecter Found. 


ANpDeERSON, Ind., August 8, 1903.—Prosecutor A. H. 
Vestal has returned from a trip to Muncie and Yorktown, 
where he has spent considerable time in investigating the 
charge made against the straw board mills. He stated that 
he had been satisfied with his investigations, and that suits 
would be filed at once against the parties concerned. 

Two affidavits will be filed in Delaware County, and one 
in the Circuit Court of this county, and in both instances 
the United Box Board and Paper Company will be made 
defendant. 

At Yorktown the prosecutor is said to have found that 
the floodgate of one of the settling ponds had been raised 
enough to permit the rush of water to the river. The 
prosecutor was shown every courtesy by the management, 
but he detected for himself what he regarded as unmistak- 
able evidence that the gates had been raised. He asked to 
be shown the floodgates, and this was accorded him with 
evident reluctance. He himself saw the refuse from the 
mill sweeping under the gate from the pond. Water- 
marks along the edge of the pond showed where 
the water had stood before the gates were raised. 
Prosecutor Vestal secured evidence that the gates of the 
factories in Yorktown and Muncie had been raised at the 
same hour. A large number of witnesses were secured 
and their names taken, who were eyewitnesses to the ref- 
use flowing into the river from the plants mentioned. 
The United Box Board and Paper Company is not 
identified with the management of the plant in this city. 
The cases against the management of the Yorktown and 
Muncie plants will be vigorously prosecuted. The farmers’ 
associations of two counties will assist. -

This investigation was made in answer to formal com- 
plaints from the riparian owners on the Au Sable River 
on May 23, 1903, and by James Baggs on May 11, who 
presented an affidavit that himself and five members of his 
family were made seriously ill through drinking the pol- 
luted water. 

Professor Landrette was accompanied on his tour of in- 
vestigation by Edward Hatch, Jr., of the firm of Lord & 


_ Taylor, of this city, who as a large property owner in that 


section has been active in the fight against the pulp mill 
nuisance. When seen at his office in New York, Mr. 
Hatch said he thought that the evidence obtained by Pro- 
fessor Landrette was conclusive in substantiating the com 
plaints. 

“We first the 
River,” said Mr. Hatch, “by what is called the soda mill 
of the New York and Pennsylvania Company, one of the 
chief offenders in this direction. 
logs and the refuse of the tons of chemicals is carried out 
into the lake. Professor Landrette made soundings to find 
out about the banks formed by this refuse in the lake by a 
gray precipitate.

“Thence we went along to Willsboro Bay, and on the 
shores and the point we found the same conditions of pol- 
lution apparent.

A dog we had with us refused to 
drink the water, and even the cattle, we were told, won't 
drink it. 

“The hack drivers at Au Sable Chasm told us that visit- 
ors were now noticing the odor from the water. 

“At Keeseville the professor found the water in an albu- 
minous condition from the refuse of the mill.” 

Mr. Hatch is of the opinion that on the basis of the re- 
port that can be made through this investigation by the 
Commissioner of Health to the Governor the latter can 
proceed under Section 6 of the public health law to force 
the authorities of the district to abate the nuisance.

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A. G. Paine, president of the New York and Pennsylva- 
nia Company, said: 

“We can assert positively that we do not pollute the 
waters of Lake Champlain. We do not use anything in 
our mill, which has been on the Bouquet River for at least 
twenty years, that would do so. The refuse of our mill 
contains nothing but a trace of soda and spent lime. 

“We run this refuse into a little valley nearby to keep it 
out of. the river. Our mill may be confused with the sul 
phite mill above us. The city of Burlington does more 
to pollute the lake with its sewage in one month than this 
mill would in several years.” 


Kinnard Receivers Report. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Dayton, Ohio, August 10, 1903.—Beyond any question 
the report of the receivers, Alden D. Clark and Walton B. 
Gebhart, of the Kinnard Manufacturing Company, which 
has just been made to the courts, is most encouraging—a 
great deal more so than had been expected by the creditors. 
The report is the first made since the receivers were ap- 
pointed by the court and dates from the time they took 
charge of the plant, June 26, up to July 31, a period of 
one month of actual business. After the payment of ex- 
penses a profit of $7,671.81 is shown, a condition some- 
what unprecedented in  receiverships. The expenses 
amounted to $1,188.10 for receivers’ and appraisers’ ser- 
vices. The report is considered most flattering, and in the 
opinion of those well informed on the condition of the 
company indicates a speedy reorganization, or a sale under 
profitable prospects. The receivers were appointed upon 
application of W. M. Kinnard, the president of the com- 
pany, who held the largest claim. 

The court has approved an entry authorizing the pay- 
ment of all salaries of employees by the receivers. 

In the same case Judge Brown approved an entry allow- 
ing the appraisers each $10 per day for ten days’ services.

Dayton, Ohio, August 10, 1903—W. H. Carpenter is 
again in the valley from Barberton, Ohio, where he was for 
some years the superintendent of the straw board plant 
in that place. He has purchased the Rockdale Mills, and 
expects within a few weeks to establish a new straw board 
mill. The machinery has been purchased, and is now on 
its way to the plant. It is his intention to start one of 
the best equipped mills in the country at Rockdale, where 
the Croll wax paper plant was operated for a time. That 
mill was expensively equipped, and while the company had 
ample means with which to purchase machinery, there was 
insufficient capital to insure its operation, and an assign- 
ment was made. The machinery sold in pieces, and the 
plant in its entirety brought a fair price. 

Mr. Carpenter believes there is a better chance for the 
manufacture of straw board at Rockdale, and will utilize 
the building and water power, as well as certain parts of 
the equipment, though he has a complete new outfit for the

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WALL PAPER MATTERS. 


Annual Display of Samples—Some Manufacturers Will Not 
Do Any Business the Coming Year— 
Whe They Are. 


The annual display of their new lines by the wall paper 
manufacturers of the country is now in full bloom at the 
Gilsey House, Grand Hotel, Hotel Victoria, and at a 
few city salesrooms in New York city. Notwithstanding 
the unsatisfactory situation in that trade thirty-one con- 
cerns have prepared for another year’s business by getting 
up lines of samples. These are now on view to the roll 
paper jobbers who are assembled in New York from all 
over the country. The extent and variety of the designs 
shown do not indicate that the production of wall paper 
will be less than it was last season. There are, however, 
a few companies that have decided not to put out any 
samples, as they do not expect to do business this year. 
One prominent concern, Janeway & Co., of New Bruns- 
wick, N..J., has decided to retire altogether from the wall 
paper business. At present it is understood, however, that 
an effort is being made by persons in that line to interest 
capital in a proposed new corporation to buy the plant and 
run the business. In addition to the retirement of Jane- 
way & Co., it is said on authority that the Essex Wall 
Paper Company, of Newark, N. J., and Smith & Camp- 
bell, of Baltimore, Md., have both decided to discontinue 
business for the present at least. Other retirements in the 
near future are predicted by men in the paper trade. The 
reason for the prediction is the fact that the companies 
that make the raw hangings have definitely and positively 
decided not to sell their product to any but the financially 
responsible wall paper concerns, and to limit the term of 
credit, This action, it is claimed, will drive a number of 
the staining companies out of business. 


Paper Mill Incendiary Confesses. 

York, Pa., August 10, 1903.—The origin of a mys- 
terious fire several months ago at Lafean’s paper mill 
here has at last been cleared up. 

Last week Alderman Stager drew a confession from 
William Strack, the collector of scrap paper about the 
city, that he set the mill on fire. For some time past 
suspicion had been upon Strack as the perpetrator of 
the deed, and when he was to have been given a hearing 





on charges of larceny, but which did not take place, as 
the prosecutor did not press the charges, he was closely 
questioned as to his knowledge of the fire. 

Strack finally admitted that he set fire to the plant, but 
did it accidentally. First he declared he was lighting a 
cigar when the match fell upon the waste paper and 
ignited it. Later he said a little boy knocked the match 
from his hand. 

The alderman is inclined to doubt the fact that Strack 
accidentally fired the plant and is convinced that he did 
it intentionally. 

Strack is a simple minded fellow, and shortly before the 
fire he went to the plant with a lot of waste paper, when 
a number of employees began teasing him, which greatly 
angered him. It is presumed that while still in an irate 
mood he fired the plant jor revenge, as when the fire was 
discovered Strack was on the railroad track hurling stones 
at the building. 





J. L. St. John Sues for Commissions. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Dayton, Ohio, August 10, 1903.—Joseph L. St. John has 
brought suit against the Aitna Paper Company for com- 
missions alleged to be due him upon sales of merchandise 
made by him for the defendant, the balance unpaid amount- 
ing to $363.15, with interest from June 2, 1902. _ The plain- 
tiff also claims he is entitled to commissions on sales made 
to customers which he secured, although they did not or- 
der through him directly. He states in his petition that he 
has no means of ascertaining the amount of such sales and 
asks the court to require the defendant to show in its 
answer the orders and their amounts, so that he may have 
such additional judgment to which he alleges he is entitled.

FoREIGN NOTEs. 


The Actien Gesellschaft Cellulosefabrik Hocklingsen, 
near Hemer, Westphalia, has increased its share capital by 
160,000 marks. 

A dividend of 7 per cent. has been declared by the firm 
of Haasenstein & Vogler A. G., in Berlin, and a dividend 
of 10 per cent. by the Holzstoff and Holzpappen Fabrik, 
Limmritz-Steina, Germany. 

The paper factory in Dusseldorf, Germany, owned by 
Dr. Carl Piners, has been acquired by Dr. Carl Dopper, 
who will continue the business under the name-of Dr. Carl 
Dopper Fabrik Chemisch Praparirter Papiere vormals Dr. 
Piners. 

In connection with a meeting of German paper makers, 
Dr. Klemm recently delivered a lecture at Gautzsch-Leip- 
sic on the question of determining the degree of opaque- 
ness of paper, and exhibited an apparatus, invented by 
himself, for that purpose. : 

The pulp board factory belonging to C. F. Seydel, oi 
lennstedt, Germany, has been destroyed by fire, neces- 
Sitating a stoppage to business for several months to come; 
fortunately, the paper mill close by remains intact. A 
fire recently occurred at the rag warehouse of Aron & Co., 
Berlin, the loss being estimated at 25,000 marks. 

In an interesting report by Dr. Frederick Rose, British 
Consul at Stuttgart, on German agriculture and agricul- 
tural industries, the approximate value of the industrial 
production is given at the end of the nineteenth century. 
Wood pulp manufacture is returned at £1,321,395; cellulose, 
£2,420,708; paper industry, £10,235,038, and paper goods, 
£13,582,745. The chemical industry is very important, 
viz., £37,076,950. 

British Consul Macdonald, in a report dealing with the 
trade and commerce of Bilbao for the year 1902, speaking 
of wood pulp, says: ‘10,239 tons of wood pulp, imported 
in 1902, point to an article which may become worth the 
attention of Canadian producers. At present Norway sup- 
plies nearly the whole of this, which is said in Bilbao to 
be superior to the Canadian, but price is probably the de- 
cisive factor. Norwegian pulp costs 11 francs per 100 
kilos. (say 4s. 5d. per cwt.) Bilbao, against Canadian, 
5s." Of the 10,239 tons imported, Norway supplied 
7,049 tons; Sweden, 290 tons; Holland, 1,446 tons; Bel- 
gium, 1,182 tons; Germany, 139 tons, and Russia, 133 tons.

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Statistical Information. 


From time to time inquiries are made at the office of 
this paper for statistical information as to the paper in- 
dustry. The queries are answered, but heretofore it has 
been possible to gather the data desired only by a pro- 
longed search through Government and other publications. 
Now it can be found in Lockwood’s Directory of the Pa- 
per, Stationery and Allied Trades, conveniently arranged 
for easy reference. 

This information pictures the growth of the industry by 
figures taken from the various censuses of the United 
States for many years, giving in detail the number of es- 
tablishments, the capital invested, salaried employees, sal- 
aries, total number of wage earners, wages, miscellaneous 
expenses, cost of material used, and the value of products 
as reported in each census for the years 1850, 1860, 1870, 
1880, 1890 and 1900, as well as the percentages of increase 
in each of these accounts, and the quantity, value and kinds 
of products in the 1900 census. There are also given in this 
department the quantities and values of bleaching powder, 
brimstone, paper, and pulp imported and exported each 
fiscal year since 1878. 

One portion of this statistical department is of special 
interest and value to board manufacturers, and dealers 
and paper box makers. In it are contained the basis of 
gauge lists, the gauge lists for plain straw board, pulp 
lined boards and news boards, ream weights of box boards, 
try scale weights and numbers for ascertaining weights 
and numbers of roll board, and the rules and definitions 
for figuring paper box board. 

Another portion of the same department is devoted to 
tables of equivalent sizes and weights for writing, book 
and manila papers. 

The department is of much practical use, and was first 
incorporated in the book in the edition for last year.

The Holyoke Strike. 


At this writing (Wednesday morning) the strike at Hol- 
yoke continues without any special change in the situation. 
Only a few men have returned to work, and bearing in 
mind the final letter of the American Writing Paper Com- 
pany to Eagle Lodge, the men who now return will do 
the old

Eagle Lodge seem determined to maintain their respective 


schedule. 
positions, and while this is so there are various rumors 
abroad. One is that the mills are to be kept idle until 
the majority of the men go back at the old wages, while 
another is that the mills will be started up with non- 
union help. The mill men neither deny nor affirm these 
rumors, but actions in the past would seem to indicate 
that the former plan has been adopted. 

The effect of the strike, now in its seventh week, is being 
felt. In Holyoke there is want in some quarters, and if 
the contest is continued this phase will be much more in 
evidence. 

In the general market the business that ordinarily would 
go to Holyoke is going to outside mills, and some ma- 
chines that have been running on other grades have been 
turned on writing. This has prevented the supply of writ- 
ing papers from becoming entirely inadequate to the de- 
mand, although of course orders for Holyoke mill water 
marked papers are not being filled as they used to be. 
The fact is the demand for writing papers has been so 
light that the cutting off of the Holyoke supply has not 
created any great disturbance. Its most marked effect has 
been to keep outside machines unusually busy for the 
summer season. The market is being well cleaned up, 
and when the fall demand sets in there will be a harden- 
ing of prices, even if at that time the Holyoke mills are 
in operation, 


The strike is also having an effect on the markets for 
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raw materials, the Holyoke demand for rags, soda fibre, 
sulphite fibre and colors being very greatly reduced. 

We should be pleased to chronicle a resumption of work, 
but at this time there are no indications that we shall have 


occasion to for some time. 


The issue of La Papeterie, the French paper making 
journal, published July 10, 1903, contains the following: 

“Upon the occasion of the American Paper Makers’ 
Congress THE Paper TRADE JouRNAL executed quite a 
feat. The opening of the congress took place on a Thurs- 
day at 11 o’clock a. m. The paper next morning gave a 
complete account of the session and of the banquet which 
followed it in a supplement of ninety-two pages, mag- 
nificently illustrated and containing in full all the speeches 
delivered, numerous portraits, views and plans of mills, a 
few technical articles, several color pages, and, in order 
not to depart from American customs, a great number of 
very prettily illustrated advertisements. The size of this 
remarkable number is 40 by 58 centimetres, open sheet. 
We may well ask how it is possible to accomplish such a 
remarkable result in so short a time. THe Paper TRAvE 
Journat is the only paper in the paper industry that has 
demonstrated the possibility of such a feat.” 


The tissue paper manufacturers, who as a rule are 
modest, non-assertive men, have reached the conclusion 
that they are entitled to better returns for their work and 
their investments. They have held two meetings in an ef- 
fort to get together, and while up to date no definite 
united action has been taken, it is expected that at another 
meeting to be held a plan of work will be adopted that will 
be satisfactory to all. The tissue market has certainly 
been in a demoralized condition. Prices have been such 
that mill owners, in some cases at least, have not been get- 
ting a new dollar for an old one, and because of that fact 
machines have been shifted from tissue to manila in the 
hope of producing better financial results. 


The number of concerns engaged in producing wall pa- 
per is being steadily reduced. Three more have announced 
that they will retire, one of them permanently, and the 
other two for the coming year at least. If the manufac- 
turers of hanging adhere to their expressed determination 
to shorten the credit term and to insist upon payment for 
their goods it is more than likely that there will be more 
retirements from the ranks of the stainers. The business 
has been unremunerative for some time, and last year only 
a few firms made money, and even they did not reap 
fortunes. It is predicted that the profits during the coming 
year will not be any larger. 

The General Paper Company, that has been so success- 
ful in marketing the product of the Western news mills, 
has declined to perform similar service for the Western 
book mills. This action on the part of “The General” 
leaves the whole question in the hands of the book-mill 
owners, and it now only remains for them to organize a 
selling company of their own. It is expected that they 
will do this, and if there is tonnage enough the company 
should be a sticcess. 


Board prices are very changeable nowadays, and it is said 
that the coming week may bring yet further fluctuations, 
possibly an advance in straw boards and a decline in the 


prices of some other grades. In all the shifting about 
the poor box maker has considerable to think of, and as 
he is between “the devil and the deep sea,” he is scarcely 
to be blamed if he does not know just where his profits 


are coming from. 
* 


The Western mills are feeling the effect of the strikes 
in the Eastern mills, and the volume of business going to 
the Western men has increased considerably. The old 
saying that it is an ill wind that blows nobody good is 
illustrated in this case, and the Eastern men are only 
hoping that they may be able to get the business back 
after the strikes are things of the past. 

An incident in the White Mountain Paper Company 
mix-up is the suit against W. B. Plunkett, formerly presi- 
dent of the company, brought by D. B. Wesson, of Spring- 
field, Mass., who seeks to recover $100,000 that he paid for 
securities of the company. If the plaintiff in this suit 
should win, there will have to be organized a society for 
the protection of promoters, &c. 

There are rumors that the financial end of the American 
Writing Paper Company will be reorganized. Opposed to 
the rumors are the statement of President Caldwell and 
Boissevain that they know nothing of any such

Improvements at Rankin Mill.

Fletcher’s Pulp Separator—Wall Paper Printing Machine 
—Wire or Felt Guide for Paper Making Machine 
—Trademarks. 





Kimball B. Fletcher, of Lancaster, N. H., assignor to 
the Thompson Manufacturing Company, has been granted 
patent No. 735,080 on a pulp separator. 

It consists, essentially, in certain mechanism for auto- 
matically regulating the flow of the liquid pulp, keeping 
the pulp at a uniform height, and rendering the operation 
of the machine steady and uniform. 

Fig. 1 is a side elevation of the machine. Fig. 2 is a 
vertical transverse section in a line parallel with the side 
of the machine. Fig. 3 is a detail of a portion of the regu- 
lating mechanism. Fig. 4 is a top view @f the machine 
with the cover removed. A is a rectangular watertight 
receptacle or tank, preferably made of wood, within which 
is the vat B, the bottom of which is substantially semicir- 
cular in cross section and the front and back walls of 
which are below the level of the top of the tank A. 

A short distance from the front wall of the tank A and 
forming part of the front wall of the vat B is the upright 
distributing board C, forming, with the front and side 


indrical screen F revolves a certain amount of the thick- 
ened pulp from which the water has been drained is 
taken up on its surface, from which it is removed by the 
couch roll J. As the couch roll J revolves the pulp on 
its surface comes in contact with the wooden blade or 
“doctor,” by which it is scraped off into the discharge 
trough M, from which it is removed in any convenient 
manner. If it is desired that the pulp should be dis- 
charged from thesvat B in a liquid form it is allowed, 
after passing under the cylinder F, to flow over the back 
side of the tank into the trough M. If, however, the 
pulp is to be reduced to a comparatively solid form, the 
back side of the vat B is raised by an extension board N, 
whose ends slide in vertical guides in the ends of the vat 
B and which is raised or lowered by any convenient 
means. The pu'p is then held back in the vat B and the 
solid portions removed by the action of the couch roll, 
as above described. The liquid strained from the pulp by 
the action of the screen F passes into the side vats I I 
and thence through elbow pipes O O, which are con- 
nected by a cross trough P, so that the liquid from both 
ends of the cylinder may be discharged from a common 
outlet. In each of the elbow pipes OO is a gate O’, 
mounted on a vertical shaft Q, extending to a point near 
the top of the tank A. By means of these gates the passage 
of the liquid through the e!bow pipes is regulated. The

walls of the tank A, a receiving trough D, into which 
the liquid pulp flows through the opening E and, striking 
against the distributing board C; is distributed over its 
surface and flows in a uniform sheet over its top into the 
vat B 

In the vat B is a cylindiical screen F, mounted on a 
shaft G, having its bearings in the sides of the vat, to 
which rotary motion is given by means of the driving 
pulley G’ through the medium of gears G’ and G*®. The 


* shaft is placed somewhat to the rear of the middle of the 


vat, making the periphery of the cylindrical screen eccen- 
tric to the curve of the bottom of the vat. The screen 
F is covered with wire cloth, which is of a suitable mesh 
to allow the water from the pulp to drain readily into 
the interior of the cylinder. : 

rhe cylindrical screen F is open at both ends, Opposite 
to the lower part of the cylinder are openings in the 
sides of the vat B, communicating with the side vats I I, 
one at each end of the cylinder. 
preferably made of canvas and not shown in the drawings, 


Suitable packing rings, 


encircle the ends of the cylinder and prevent the pulp from 
passing from the main body of the vat through the open- 
ing into the side vats I I 

A couch roll J 
mounted above the screen F and rests upon it with suffi- 
pressure to be rotated by the movement of the 
The ends of the shaft upon which the couch roll 
is mounted are supported by boxes K, sliding in vertical 
ways K’ and suspended from springs K’, which relieve the 
screen from the full weight of the couch roll.

opening or closing of these gates is effected by means of 
the cylindrical float R in the vat B. This float consists 
of a hollow metallic cylinder with closed ends adapted to 
float at or near the surface of the pulp in the vat B. At 
the ends of the float are projections fitting loosely in 
vertical guides R’, attached to the inside of the vat B 
At each end of the float is an upwardly projecting arm 
R*, pivoted to 1 bell crank lever R*, which operates an 
arm R* on the cutside of the tank A, which in turn is 
pivoted to the crank R’, attached to the upper end of the 
vertical shaft Q, upon the lower end of which the gate O’ 
is mounted. The arrangement and operation of the parts 
are such that when the pulp begins to accumulate in the 
vat B the float R rises, thereby opening the gates O’ and 
permitting the liquid to flow more rapidly from the in- 
terior of the cylindrical screen F, thus accelerating the 
operation of the screen in removing the liquid from the 
pulp. On the other hand, when the level of the pulp in 
the vat B falls below the normal level the float R falls, 
thereby closing the gates and checking the outward flow 
of liquid, thus retarding the action of the screen F. By 
these means the pulp in the vat B is automatically kept 
at a uniform level and the flow of the pulp is uniform 
and constant. 

Attached to the upper end of the shaft Q is a horizon- 
tal arm S, projecting radially over a notched bar T in the 
form of the segment of a circle. The arm S is slotted, and 
in the slot is pivoted a lock bar S’, having a handle S’ 
and a downwardly projecting spur adapted to engage in 
the notches of the segment bar T. By these means the 


gates O* may be turned and set permanently in any de- 
sired position independently of the action of the regulat- 
ing float R.

Howe & Davidson versus Marseilles Bridge Co.

Howe & Davidson, the paper box makers, have the 
making of boxes for the National Biscuit Company, and 
some time ago bought the Boyce mill in Marseilles, Ili. 
taking a ninety-nine year lease of water power on favor- 
able terms from the Marseilles Water Power and Im- 
provement Compafiy. That company, according to a re- 
port from Marseilles, desires to use the water power for 
generating electricity, but Howe & Davidson refuse to 
give up their lease of it. The railroad tracks leading to 
the Howe & Davidson plant lead over bridges, the prop- 
erty indirectly of the Marseilles Water Power and Im- 
provement Company. These bridges are, apparently, the 
key to the situation. The bridge company, which is said 
to be cortrolied by the Water Power and Improvement 
Company, tore down one of the bridges, making it neces- 
sary for Howe & Davidson to haul their product with 
teams. The latter, with the National Biscuit Company, 
have, it is said, secured an injunction against the bridge 
company to prevent the destruction of any more bridges 
and the rendering of their lease of the water power value- 
less. They ask, it is said, the restoration of the bridge 
torn dewn, compensation for damages incurred, and that 
the bridge company and others be restrained from inter- 
ference with the water power. M. 


The Strikes at Carthage and Norfolk. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Watertown, N. Y., August 11, 1903.—The strike situa- 
tion at Carthage and Norfolk remains unchanged, so far 
as the attitude of the employers and employees is con- 
cerned. The managers of the Carthage mills affected have 
held to the position first taken and have set out to fill the 
places made vacant by the strikers. They have succeeded 
in getting enough help to keep’their plants going. The 
question of calling the strike off at Carthage has been 
warmly debated during the past few days, but it is under- 
stood the proposition was voted down by the local union. 

At Norfolk the Remington-Martin Company has kept 
one of its machines running and Manager Remington 
stated that the places of seventy of the men who went on 
strike because they objected to the new night foreman 
hired by the company have been filled by others and that 
the men displaced would not be taken back. Though com- 
mittees have been on the lookout for newcomers who 
might seek employment and have endeavored to persuade 
such not to go to work, there has been no disturbance, and 
the deputy sheriffs who are still retained have had nothing 
to do. Mr. Remington states that a full working force 
will soon be secured and tfat both machines will probably 
be in operation this week. On the other hand, members 
of the Brotherhood of Paper Makers claim it will be diffi- 
cult to secure men who can run the big machines at the 
company’s plant and that a partial tie up of business will 
continue for some time to come. B. 


May Build a Paper Mill.

CONNELLSVILLE, Pa., August 10, 1903.—It is rumored that 
Eastern capitalists are making an effort to purchase or 
lease the old plant of the Youghiogheny Light, Heat and 
Power Company at South Connellsville, and install in it 
a paper mill.

The building, which is 
practically new, is in good condition with the exception of 
the windows, which have been riddled by smal! boys throw- 
ing stones. The building and the ground surrounding it 
are ample for a small paper mill. ed

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THE MANUFACTURE OF NEWS. 


Suggestions on the Subject of Yield—Schedule of Raw 
Materials in a Given Weight of Paper—Some 
of the Problems Suggested. 


The articles which have recently appeared in this jour- 
nal, dealing with the important matter of cost of produc- 
tion and the possibility of making news at a profit for 
1d. per pound, seem to have aroused some criticism on, 
points dealing with the amounts of raw material used, says 
the British Paper Maker. A close study of the subject of 
the yield of paper from a given quantity of material would, 
therefore, be useful as showing in what directions the paper 
maker must look for the losses incurred during the process 
of manufacture. 

Just as it is possible to construct a financial balance 
sheet giving exactly the items of the cost of production 
on the one side, and then the receipts from the finished 
paper, together with other sundries, on the credit side of 
the balance sheet, so it is possible to make up a similar 
schedule for the question of the yield. The matter is not 
quite so simple, perhaps, but nevertheless it can be done 
by taking into consideration all the factors that have any 
influence on the final result. Thus, if on the debit side of 
the sheet, so to speak, we place all the materials used, then 
on the credit side we must place such items as will ac- 
count for all the weight of raw material, whatever that may 
be. This does not merely involve a record of the actual 
weights used, but requires a proper allowance for the chem- 
ical changes that take place during the conversion of the 
pulp, &c., into finished paper—which changes can be ex- 
pressed in precise terms of weight, so that eventually the 
sum of the items on the credit side of the balance sheet 
will be equal to that of the debit side. 

In the manufacture of news the number of raw ma- 
terials is few and the changes are less complicated, and 
for this reason we have selected this class of paper for 
consideration. The application of the suggestions made to 
other and better class papers is merely a matter of exten- 
sion and adaptation. The raw materials for the news paper 
are mechanical pulp, sulphite pulp, china clay, alum, rosin 
size, broke, recovered back water residues, water. These 
are the materials for common news. We neglect, for 
this example, the bleaching process, in order to simplify 
the illustration, and also the coloring matter, which is so 
infinitesimal as to make no difference. It may be noted 
that we have put down recovered back water residues, 
but in a typical case we should assume that such residues 
were being worked up in the beaters. The influence of 
such residues on the composition and quality of the paper 
produced must not be neglected. The inclusion of water 
may seem unnecessary, but we shall show that the changes 
due to the water used in the manufacture of paper exercise 
some considerable influence on the final results. 

Now, in preparing a schedule of these materials for the 
production of a given weight of paper, we must set out the 
weight of each, and show to what extent the various opera- 
tions alter the weight, and how much of that weight we 
may expect to find in the finished paper, and thus trace 
any losses to the proper source. 

When the yields obtained in practice are somewhat be- 
low the average, blame is often attached to the wrong 
party. The machineman blames the beaterman; the latter 
insinuates loss through drains and the like, and so the 
game proceeds. However, a proper understanding of all 
the conditions likely to raise or lower the yield is the best 
and most logical conclusion to arrive at. 

The next step in the study of this problem is to set 
out an imaginary furnish for a given quantity of paper. 
As a typical case, we may take the following quantities as 
representing the average results of a week’s run in the 
mill, based on an amount of about 100 tons of dry pulp.

This is the list of the bare materials actually used from 
the stock. The use of the broke and residues will be dis- 
cussed in the proper place. Now, as to the mechanical 
pulp, which we may consider first. If this is supplied in 
2 cwt. bales, for example, the bales are taken as equal to 
1 cwt, dry pulp. But this weight includes the weight of 
the staves of wood or other wrapping which is round the 
bale 

The average tare of the staves and wire fastened round 
a 2 cwt. bale, assuming, for the sake of example, that 
staves are used, would be 144 pounds to 10 pounds per bale. 
For 70 tons of mechanical pulp we have 1,400 bales, upon 
which the tare for staves is 1,400 x 1 pound, that is, 1,400 
pounds, or over half a ton. Then, as to the question of 


moisture. When the deficit is a serious one the beaterman 
is usually given instructions to add a certain proportion 
of an extra bale to each beater to make up for it, but in 
cases where the deficit is not so very large it is ignored. 
Let us imagine that an accurate test for moisture has been 
made. It shows that a bale weighing 2 cwt., with the staves, 
tests 49.30 per cent. of air dry pulp. In practice this short- 
age is neglected, that is, so far as the actual manufacture 
is concerned, although the paper maker would not neglect 
to make a claim on the pulp maker for excess moisture. 
Thus, the bale is regarded as being up to the mark, and 
noted as containing 112 pounds of air dry pulp. 
In reality we have the following state of things:

Thus, to begin with, we have an allowance to make, in 
the matter of the mechanical pulp, of 25 cwt., and the con- 
ditions set out are not at all unusual. Hence, we have to 
place on the credit side of the balance sheet losses due to 
certain explainable causes for the mechanical pulp of 25 
cwt. It must be noticed that when the pulp comes packed 
up in 4 cwt. bales the loss due to tare of wrapping is not 
quite so great. On a 4 cwt. bale the weight of the staves 
and wire would be from 1% pounds to 2 pounds, but 
rarely the latter, except with heavy wood packing. An 
allowance of 1% pounds per bale would be sufficient, as a 
rule, but, in any case, this is easily ascertained by actual 
testing. 

Dealing with the sulphite pulp precisely in the same 
manner as the mechanical, we have to determine the exact 
conditions of the pulp. The allowance for wrapping is 
generally small. If for 30 tons we have 200 bales of dry 
pulp, and assume that the hessian cover and the wire to- 
gether average I pound, the deduction for wrapping comes 
to 200 pounds. Then, as to the question of moisture. 
Sometimes the pulp will show a deficit, and sometimes 
an excess of air dry contents. Let us imagine the latter 
case, in order to show how to allow for this condition of 


things. A careful examination of the 200 bales gives a

while the test for air dry contents gives 100.50 per cent. 
This latter will occur when the pulp has been overdried 
at the pulp mill, so that on arrival at the paper mill an 
allowance of the uswal 10 per cent. for atmospheric mois- 
ture will make the pulp appear over 100 per cent. air dry 
weight. Of course, this is not very usual, but we give 
this instance as having occurred. 


Hence, the exact state of this 200 bales is as follows:

Had the pulp been just in an air dry condition this 
weight would be the correct amount of pulp to be booked 
up, but as it has proved to be somewhat overdried, a cor- 
rection must be made so as to make the figures similar 
to the air dry condition of the mechanical pulp.

The true amount of normal sulphite pulp in the 200 
bales, taken for mill purposes at 3 cwt. each is, therefore, 
not 30 tons, but somewhat more, as shown. Had the test 
given an excess of moisture, say, 99 per cent. of air dry 
pulp only, then naturally the loss has to be determined along 
the same lines. 

The next item on the schedule on the schedule is the 
china clay. This loading generally contains 20 to 22 per 
cent. of water. Of this, 10 per cent. is chemically combined 
water, which can only be removed by strong heating over 
a gas burner. The other 12 per cent. is natural atmos- 
pheric moisture, which can be driven off, in the same way 
as the natural moisture in wood pulp, by exposing the 
clay to the heat of a water oven. Since the allowance 
for air moisture in pulps is only 10 per cent. we shall sim- 
plify matters by considering that the clay will only con- 
tain 10 per cent. as well, and, as a matter of fact, while 
the clay when delivered at the mill often shows 12 per 
cent. or more, yet clay exposed to a normal dry atmos- 
phere reaches a dry condition in which the moisture is 
10 per cent. Hence, if we weigh out the 9 tons of clay, 
and make a test for moisture, this must be taken into con-

16 lbs. for the 
clay. This has to be placed on the credit side of the bal- 
ance sheet. 

Alum Cake.—The composition of alum cake varies some- 
what, so that no hard and fast rule can be laid down. 
We give the results of a case in our experience, and this 
will serve as an illustration of the points to be observed:

Of this material the insoluble residue would find its 
way into the finished paper. As to the other components 
of the alum, we must consider these in relation to the 
whole question of sizing. When a solution of alum is 
added to the rosin size made from the rosin and alkali, a 
precipitate is produced. This precipitate adheres to the 
fibres and presumably goes into the paper. We do not 
propose to discuss the actual chemical changes in this 
reaction, but me:ely to indicate the losses in weight. 

The weight of precipitate produced on adding a solu- 
tion of alum to rosin size is easily determined by simple 
chemical methods. With the rosin size made by boiling 
4 cwt. of rosin in 1 cwt. of alkali, and precipitating with 


alum, we get the following results:

This last weight includes the proportion of the insolu- 
ble matter originally present in the alum used for the 
precipitation. The losses thus due to the sizing opera- 
tions amount to 4 cwt. in this direction. According to 
the schedule, the quantity of alum cake added to the fur- 
nish was 35 cwt. A considerable excess of alum cake is 
nearly always employed for this class of paper, though 
probably not to the extent shown. Some of the alum is 
necessary to counteract the hardness of any fresh water 
added to the beaters, or to neutralize the hardness of the 
fresh water used on the paper machine. Fresh water is 
seldom added to the beating engines, as there is generally 
enough back water for this purpose. Of the extra alum 
cake added in the example it is doubtful if more than half 
is actually found as added weight to the paper; 30 per 
cent, of it is the insoluble silica, and possibly 20 per cent. 
more is obtained as alumina, or is found in the form of 
sulphates of lime in the paper.

Merger of Religious Publishing Houses. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Dayton, Ohio, August “10, 1903—The joint committee 
representing the Congregational, Methodist-Protestant and 
United Brethren churches, after a lengthy session, has 
come to an agreement on a platform for the union of the 
three denominations and the proposed publishing merger. 
The plan of union as adopted provides among other things 
that a committee of three from each of the general bodies 
represented shall be authorized to arrange for the time and 
place of the meeting of the first general council, and that 
the purposes of the general council shall be, among other 
things, to promote a better knowledge and a closer fellow- 
ship among the Christian bodies, thu$ uniting to secure as 
far as possible the unification of kindred organizations now 
existing in the several bodies and to prevent the unneces- 
sary multiplication of churches and to’ unite weak churches 
of the same neighborhood whenever practicable. The 
headquarters will likely be in this city, where extensive 
publishing interests are located. 

Dr. Washington Gladden, of the Congregationalist 
Church, chairman of the joint committee, and Dr. W. H. 
Weekly, of the United Brethren Church, secretary of the 
joint committee, of Dayton, were chosen as commissioners 
to present the matter to the governing bodies. These 
bodies do not meet until next year, but in the meantime a 
letter will be sent to every minister of the three denomina- 
tions that it may be laid before the congregations and con- 
sidered deliberately. M, V.

Determination of Sulphur in Pyrites. 


The method of Lunge, generally adopted 
by the sulphuric acid industry for the esti- 
mation of sulphur in iron pyrites has been 
repeatedly modified by the inventor in or- 
der to unite exactness with rapidity in the 
analysis, says M. R. Auzenab. 

In fact, when the effervescence produced 
by the attack with aqua regia has quieted 
down, the liquid is evaporated almost to 
dryness at 105-110° C. on the oil bath 
or the sand bath. In order to eliminate 
the nitric acid, Lunge advised the employ- 
ment of the water bath, but with this there 
is a considerable loss of time. In the di- 
rect oxidation of the iron bisulphide, a 
fourth part of the sulphur remains in the 
state of free sulphuric acid; the presence 
if the latter requires, therefore, that the 
evaporation be conducted carefully, in or- 
der not to surpass the point where the ten- 
sion of the vapor ceases to be negligible, 
ind still without leaving nitric acid, which 
would render soluble a part of the barium 
sulphate. 

To avoid this care of the evaporation and 
at the same time prevent causes of error, 
it is sufficient to operate in the following

Comparative 
tests of this method and that of the water 
bath have demonstrated that without sacri- 
ficing accuracy in the least it is impossible 
to gain several hours in the duration of the 
analysis. 

On the contrary, it is imprudent to filte: 
the barium sulphate only half an hour after 
the precipitation, as Lunge advises; when- 
ever this is tried, the filtered liquid be- 
comes turbid after a time. A repose of 
six hours should be allowed.

_Russia’s Paper Making Industries. 


The Austrian Consul General, according 
to the Nachrichten fiir Handel und Indus- 
trie of July 11, 1903, reports as follows in 
regard to paper making in Russia: 

Still, the situation is far from favorable. 
The cause is to be sought not only in 
overproduction and the universal industria] 
and agrarian crisis, but in particular condi- 
tions that in the very near future will work 
still further evil. Among the particular 
conditions or special reasons for the evils 
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that now afflict the paper makers, the low 
state of the intellectual development of the 
people comes first. Besides, the direct pur- 
chasers of paper have developed great skill 
in holding back in their buying ior specu 
lating purposes. This results in reduced 
prices among the competing concerns. 
Again, the competition is still further in- 
tensified by the absence of any agreement 
as to production among the manufacturers, 
The chief difficulty is in the cellulose in- 
dustry. A German cellulose company es- 
tablished works at Pernau (Livland), which 
soon set up a very successful series of com- 
petitive efforts against Russian manufac- 
turers. Several cellulose makers, in order 
to more successfully meet this competition, 
established paper making plants of their 
own. This reacted disastrously on the 
paper making concerns already established. 
The disastrous results are seen in the de- 
clared dividends of 1902, which averaged 
only 2.78 per cent. on the capital invested 
If from this the losses of the makers who 
labored under losses are taken, the average 
earnings are reduced to 1.21 per cent. It 
is thought that the results for 1903 will be 
even lower. This state of affairs has led 
to poor and delayed payments. Many 
debtors demand a year and even eighteen 
months’ time in which to pay, and these 
are often conceded. Even to all this one 
has to add deductions from bills and un- 
covered or insecured credits. The Consul 
General warns parties exporting paper 
Russia to pay attention to the fact that it 
is hard to find out the standing of Rutsian 
business concerns. The Finnish paper mills 
are successfully competing with Russia's 
iactories, although they have to pay an im- 
port duty. Finland has a better class of 
help, cheaper and better wood in unlimited 
quantity, and a water power that costs 
nearly nothing. Still, Finland suffers from 
overproduction, since it lost its power to 
export to England, being unable to com- 
pete with the Scandinavian countries. The 
iuture, therefore, for Russia’s paper mak 
ing is dark indeed.

PAPER.—The situation in Writings is becoming more 
acute. Because of the refusal of the men to return to 
work last week and the withdrawal of its schedule by the 
American Writing Paper Company the contest which has 
been going on at Holyoke for the past seven weeks has 
fiow assumed an aspect of bitterness. The outlook for 
ah immediate settlement of the labor trouble in that city 
is by no means bright. So with the prospect of a con- 
tinuance of the strike before them the dealers in Writings 
are considerably worried. As all the outside Writing 
mills are filled up with business the chances of getting 
supplies from that source are slim indeed. The situation 
is, therefore, perplexing. It is especially so this week 
because there is now less confidence in the trade that 
the strike will be settled before the fall demand sets in. 
Unless it is settled within the next few weeks there will 
be considerable trouble in the Writing trade, resulting 
in greatly diminished sales. As it is the volume of busi- 
ness has been curtailed, because many consumers have 
postponed placing their orders until such time as they 
can get the grades of papers they are accustomed to use. 
This week it is reported that some of the watermarked 
papers made by the American Writing Paper Company 
are exhausted. However, there has been no serious 
shortage in Writings as yet for two reasons, one of which 
is that it is very dull in the printing trade; the other 
reason is that consumers’ wants have been supplied by 
substituting stock sizes or selling to them odd lots of 
paper that have been carried in stock for some time. 
But, notwithstanding the disturbed condition of the 
Writing market, there have been no material advances 
in prices. Next to Writings in point of strength are 
Tissue papers. These ars very firm because of the cur- 
tailed production brought about by the recent destruc- 
tion by fire of three mills making Tissues. Gradual 
small advances have been made by some of the manu- 
faeturers of Manila Tissue. In the other grades of paper 
there has been no material change the past week. There 
is, however, a report that News paper is a little “softer,” 
being quoted by some of the smaller mills from 2.30c. to 
2.40c.. The reason for the meilowness in News is said 
to be the fact that two big machines that have been run- 
ning On Manilas have been shifted on to News paper. 
The offerings that have been made to keep these ma- 
chines filled up are supposed to be responsible for the 
low quotations in News. The large News manufactur- 
ing companies, however, still continue to report 2!4c. as 
their asking price for current business in News paper. 
In Book papers the situation has not changed materially 
during the past week The volume of new business in 
Book is, of course, light at this season. All the mills are, 
however, fairly well supplied with orders. Transient busi- 
ness in both Super and Machine Finished Book is being 
accepted on a basis of 33c. for an average grade of Super 
and 3'4c. for the Machine Finished. Considering the time 
of year the situation in the Book market is quite good. 
The weak spot in it is the fact that there is some surplus 
soda fibre in the hands of at least one manufacturer. This 
surplus it is understood is being disposed of in Europe. 
Should it be thrown on this market at a low price the 
purchasers would feel that they could lower their quota- 
tions on Book papers in cases where it seemed necessary 
to do so. Manilas are slow. The No. 1 Wood Manilas 
are, from all accounts, not in good demand. Some manu- 
facturers who happen to need orders have quoted 2.40c. and 
2M%c. for their No. 1’s. During the past week there has 
béen a little more inquiry for the No. 2 Wood Manilas. 
The average asking price for these is 24c. The better
